Sheweth, 

That  Your  Petitioner  who  is  lately  removed  from  the 
province  of  North  Carolina  where  he  had  resided,  for  many  Years 
and  carried  on  with  great  Success  in  the  business  of  Makeing  of 
Car  Iron  in  all  its  branches,  from  an  Ore,  as  may  appear  from 
many  Certificats  under  the  hands  of  Several  Gentlemen  of  Char- 
rector  residing  in  that  province 

That  on  Your  Petitioners  Arrival  in  this  Goverment,  upon  a strict 
and  Deligent  Serch  for  Iron  Ore  he  fortunately  discovered  a large 
body  not  Inferior  to  any  hitherto  discovered  in  the  Northern  Col- 
onies, being  on  a water  Course,  well  known  in  this  province  by  the 
name  of  Lawsons  fork  a branch  of  Broad  River,  where  it  appears 
to  your  Petitioner  that  Nature  had  designed  and  laid  it  out.  to 
Every  Advantage  necessary  for  Carrying  on  Sc  valuable  and  and 
Necessary  branch  of  business  and  perticuiarlv  in  so  remote  a part  of 
this  province,  being  About  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty  Miles  distantt 
from  Charles  Town. 

That  after  Your  Petitioner  had  made  repeated  Essays  or  Trials 
of  the  Ore  and  finding'  it  to  be  very  good  and  Equal  in  fineness  to 
any  he  had  heretofore  wrought  to  the  Northward,  he  was  Induced 
and  Incouraged  by  the  whole  of  the  Inhabitants  in  that  part  of  the 
Country  to  proceed  to  Errect  A Bloomery,  with  great  success  untill 
the  work  was  above  half  Compleated  in  such  a workmanlike  manner 
as  to  meet  with  the  General  Approbation  of  those,  well  skill’d  and 
avers 'd  by  long  Experience  ar.d  knowledge  in  Iron  works  in  other 
provinces,  but  your  petitioner’s  not  being  at  present  in  Such  Easy 
Circumstance  for  want  of  Ready  money  to  Enable  him  to  Carry 
■i;s  Laudible  Design  farther  into  Execution  without  assistance,  he 
’ jreatly  Dispairs  of  being  able  to  Compieat  his  undertake  lug,  the 
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Consequence  of  which  will  tend  to  the  Ruin  of  himself  and  his 
family,  and  an  Injury  to  the  province  in  General 

Your  Petitioner  therefore  Retying  on  the  wisdom  and  Goodness 
of  this  Congress,  wishes,  and  hopes  that  upon  their  Serious  Reflec- 
tion. of  the  Benifit  and  utility  which  mat  hereafter  accrue  to  this 
province  in  General  by  giving  proper  encouragement  to  works  of  this 
nature,  he  hopes:  and  will  Engage  that  the . Bloomery  which  he  has 
hitherto  Landed  oil  by  his  own  labour  and  Industery  will  be  Com- 
pleatly  finished  within  Two  Years  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Con- 
gress and  the  Province  in  General;  And  in  Order  to  Secure  to  the 
public  Such  Monies  as  may  be  thought  Necessary  or  Sufficient  to 
finish  the  said  undertakeing,  your  Petitioner  proposes,  that  if  the 
Congress  will  be  pleased  to  appoint  Colonel  John  Thomas  Together 
with  any  one  or  more  Gentlemen,  to  Take  a Bond  from  vour  Peti- 
tioner with  personal  Security,  to  Reimbur?  the  like  Sum  with 
Interest  (if  required';  to  such  person  or  person  as  shall  to  appointed 
to  receive  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  public  in  seme  reasonable  time, 
after  the  works  are  finished,  and  further,  he  preposes  That  after  the 
wprks  at  [ ted;  The  Congress  on  Behalf  of  the  public  shall 
be  Intitled  to  one  moiety  or  half  part  of  all  Iron  &ca.  as  shall  be 
hereafter  made  at  these  works  and  for  the  better  and  more  Effectual 
Security  of  this  his  promise  and  undertakeing?  he  proposes  to  make 
over  the  whole  of  the  land  wherein  the  ore,  is  and  the  works  are  to 
be  Erected  in  Such  a manner  as  shall  or  may  be  thought  more 
Elegeble  by  this  Congress — Joseph  Buffington

That  your  Memorialist  has  been  for  several  Months  employed  in  the 
Service,  wh  :h  prevented  him  from  collecting  his  Debts; 
and  the  Want  of  Courts  of  Law  has  deprived  him  of  Power  to  use 
coercive  Measures  for  that  Purpose — That  in  Consequence  thereof 
he  became  indebted  a considerable  Sum  to  his  Landlord  for  House 
Rent  ; That  his  Property  has  been  seized  for  the  same  to  the  Amount 
of  above  five  Hundred  pounds  and  sold  for  less  than  half  the  Value. 
That  your  Memorialist  thinks  this  a great  Grievance,  and  humbly 
hopes  for  Redress  front  the  Congress,  and  that  they  would  con- 
descend to  point  out  some  Method  to  recover  his  Right. — Should  the 
Congress  be  so  kind  as  to  instruct  him  in  what  Manner  to  proceed, 
he  will  consider  himself  as  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  them;

[WILLIAM  HENRY  DRAYTONS  SPEECH  TO  i'HJ£  GEORGIA  CONVEN- 
TION.] 

The  State  of  South  Carolina  ever  active  in  her  exertions  in  the 
American  cause  ; vigilantly  attentive  to  the  operations  by  which  that 
important  cause  is  supported;  & continually  investigating'  even  the 
remote  consequences  of  those  operations,  view  with  pleasure  the 
Union  in  which  this  State  & herself  are  bound  ; the  advantages  which 
Georgia  & Carolina  have  received  from  that  Union ; & reasoning 
upon  such  effects  from  such  a cause,  the  State  ate  dearly  of  opinion 
that  the  strength  of  Carolina  & Georgia  will  be  e increased  by  their 
Union  being  made  more  perfect- — Struck  with  this  conclusion  & 
possessed  of  the  most  equitable  & friendly  sentiments  respecting- 
this  State : the  Legislature  of  S.  C.  have  constituted  Commissioners 
to  treat  with  their  Brethren  of  Georgia — this  convention,  touching 
an  Union  of  S.  C.  and  Georgia  under  one  equal  government.  Upon 
this  truly  important  business,  Mr.  Smith  & myself  have  the  honor  to 
appear  before  you  as  their  Commissioners:  and  with  respect  we 
present  an  authentic  copy  of  the  authority  under  which  we  act. 

Sir  when  the  Commissioners  reflect  upon  the  nature  of  the  busi- 
ness with  which  thee  are  charged  : the  depravity  of  the  human  heart 
but  too  apt  to  endeavour  to  create  the  appearance  of  difficulty  & 
impropriety  in  the  easiest  & most  proper  overtures : the  propensity 
of  party  spirit,  ever  striving  to  anticipate  & pervert  the  judge- 
ment of  the  well  disposed  ; & that  designing  Men  may  with  facility 
scandalize  even  the  most  salutary  propositions : I say  Sir,  when  we 
consider  these  things,  we  see  such  discouraging  obstructions  in  our 
way  as  would  damp  our  ardor  in  the  prosecution  of  this  affair,  but 
that  we  are  animated  from  a consciousness  that  the  proposition  with 
which  we  have  the  honor  to  be  charged,  is  in  its  nature  .just;  in  its 
end  practicable  : & that  it  will  be  in  its  effects  gloriously  advantage- 
ous to  America  in  general — to  these  two  States  in  particular 
Supported  by  such  reflections,  we  know  that  we  deserve  your  favour- 
able attention.  Sir  were  we  but  sensible-  that  we  possessed  your 
favourable  wishes,  with  what  a gaity  of  heart  should  I address 
myself  to  you  inviting  this  Convention  to  join  us  in  the  glorious 
work  of.  laying  the  most  ample  foundations  for  promoting  the 
strength,  wealth  & dignity  & for  securing  the  property  liberty  & 
safety  of  the  inhabitants  between  Little  River  & Sh  Mary's — a tract 
of  country  happily  known  to  our  Fathers  by  the  name  of  South

Carolina!  But  Sir,  as  much  as  we  desire;  & as  highly  as  we  value 
your  favourable  wishes:  we  ask  only  an  impartial  hearing.  For,  a 
just  & candid  proposal  as  that  we  bear,  stands  in  no  need  of  favour 
from  those  men.  & such  we  trust  compose  this  Convention  who 
leaving  without  every  spark  of  prejudice  & every  view  of  private 
emolument  & aggrandizement  • at  the  public  expence,  enter  these 
doors  with  a purpose  to  deliberate  by  rules  of  reason  & to  deter- 
mine by  the  dictates  of  conscience  in  ail  cases  respecting,  the  public 
weal. — As  the  greatest  Mathematician  of  antiquity  one  said  give 
me  but  whereon  to  stand  & I will  move  the  world : so  Sir  give  me 
but  an  assurance  that  each  Member  in  the  convention  is  -actuated  by 
such  a purpose,  3c  1 will  not  doubt  of  an  Union. 

Having  thus  notified  the  particular  occasion  of  our  appearing  in 
this  place : we  conceive  that  before  we  make  any  proposal  of  an 
Union  we  may  with  propriety  touch  upon  the  evils  that  may  be 
avoided  & the  benefits  that  will  be  acquired  by  the  Union  of  the 
two  States.  And  that  without  being  thought  to  mean  to  cast  any 
reflection  or  understood  to  say  any  thing  injurious,  either  being 
equally  far  iron;  our  intention,  we  may  freely  view  our  subject  with 
the  eyes  of  reason,  & speak  of  things  as  they  are. 

Sir.  When  I mention  evils  to  be  avoided  bv  an  Union  of  the  two 
States  under  one  government.  I would  be  understood  to  mean  in 
particular,  those  which  may  possibly  arise  from  disputes  relative  to 
the  boundaries  of  Georgia : altho  I am  perfectly  aware  that  it  may 
be  said,  there  can  be  no  disputes  on  such  a subject  because  of  a Royal 
Charter  & Proclamation  marking  the  boundaries.  But  let  us  not 
deceive  ourselves  by  vain  ideas : let  us  take  a short  view  of  this  sub- 
ject. 

In  the  year  1732.  the  King  of  G.  Britain  by  his  Charter  took  out  of 
the  body  of  a territory  by  an  act  of  Parliament  known  by  the  name 
of  S.  Carolina,  a tract  by  that  Charter  called  Georgia  “situate,  lying 
& being  in  that  part  of  South  Carolina,  which  lies  from  the  most 
northern  part  of  a stream  or  River  there  commonly  called  the 
Savannah,  all  along  the  Coast  to  the  Southward  unto  the  most 
southern  stream  of  a certain  other  great  zee  ter  or  River  called  the 
Alatamaha,  and  westwards  from  the  heads  of  the  said  Rivers 
respectively  in  direct  lines  to  the  South  Seas.” 

And  in  the  year  1763  the  present  King  of  G.  B.  by  his  Proclama- 
tion announced  that  he  had  annexed  to  Georgia  the  Country  between 
the  Alatamaha  & the  River  S'.  Mary.  But  did  this  annexation  & 
Proclamation  prevent  the  people  of  S.  C.  from  surveying  3;  occupy- 
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ing  those  lands  to  the  South  of  Alatamaha  Those  grants  under  the 
government  of  S.  C.  were  & are  good.  There  was  a great  dispute 
upon  the  matter.  & South  Carolina  by  a Royal  instruction  only, 
then  not  to.  be  disputed  desisted  from  making  other  grants  in  that 
quarter  If  in  so  plain  a case  disputes  did  arise,  may  not  others  be 
apprehended  in  a more  doubtful  case?  By  virtue  of  the  Charter 
some  people  here  claim  the  river  Keovee  because  say  the}',  it  is  the 
most  northern  stream  running  into  the  river  Savannah.  But  Sir, 
the  Charter  speak?  only  of  "the  most  Northern  part  of  a stream  or 
river  called  the  Savannah"  there  is  no  mention  of  any  stream  run- 
ning into  the  Savannah.  Keowee  & Savannah  are  two  distinct  rivers 
you  have  a grant  only  of  the  latter  by  name,  fit  of  the  most  northern 
stream  in  it  in  order  to  include  the  Islands.  But  extending  the 
attention  from  the  River  Savannah  to  the  Alatamaha,  we  find  that 
the  Savannah  is  to  be  understood  as  a great  water  fit  we  may  clearly 
take  that  disc  notion  to  imply  only  the  River  Savannah  on  the 
northern  frontier,  in  contradistinction  to  the  Keowee  which  cannot 
be  called  a great  water.  [The  rest  of  the  speech  is  missing.]

To  the  Beloved  men,  Head  men  & Warriors 
of 

The  Cherokee  Nation 
at  the  Congarees,  Septr.  25th.  1775. 

Friends  & Brother  Warriors, 

I take  you  by  the  hand,  in  witness  of  the  Peace  and  friend  ship 
which  has  so  long  subsisted  between  your  brothers  the  white  people 
of  this  country  and  you  and  your  People;  and  I hold  your  hand  fast 
in  testimony  that  your  brothers  the  white  people  wish  that  our  Peace 
& Friendship  with  von  and  your  People  may  continue. — 

I sent  a talk  to  you  in  your  nation  to  desire  that  you  would  come  to 
see  me  at  the  Congarees  in  order  that  we  might  talk  together  face 
to  face.  When  I sent  to  you,  I thought  to  have  been  here,  before 
you  could  have  arrived:  but  some  of  our  People  did  not  understand 
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rhe  things  about  which  I intend  ;o  speak  to  you  : and  to  explain 
which  to  them  I can: : into  the  Country,  my  stay  among  those  Peo- 
ple was  therefore  longer  than  [ expected;  and  1 was  thereby 
detained  from  seeing  you  at  the  time  I appointed.  This  being  the 
case.  I make  no  doubt  but  that  you  will  readily  excuse  my  absence 
which  I assure  you  was  as  disagreeable  to  myself,  as  it  could  pos- 
sibly be  to  you. — 

I sent  to  you,  to  come  to  me  that  I might  explain  to  you,  the  causes 
of  the  unhappy  quarrel  between  a part  of  the  People  .in  Great 
Britain  & your  brothers  the  white  people  living  m America. — Also, 
that  I might  tell  you  why  our  People  have  put  on  their  shot  pouches, 
& hold  their  Rifles  in  their  Hands. — 

The  causes  of  this  unhappy  quarrel  are  very  plain,  as  you  will  see 
as  I go  on  with  my  talk ; but  in  order  that  you  may  see  them  and 
understand  them  clearly,  1 must  first  talk  to  you  of  the  time  before 
any  of  our  white  People  came  to  this  country,  and  what  was  then 
done. — 

Before  our  Forefathers  ’eft  England,  they  made  ail  agreement  with 
the  Great  King,  that  when  they  came  to  America,  they  and  their 
children  after  them,  should  there  continue  to  have  and  enjoy  the 
same  rights  & privileges  that  the  people  of  England  who  you  know 
were  their  own  Brothers  did  actually  enjoy.  And  to  this  agreement, 
the  Great  King  put  his  hand  and  seal ; and  declared  that  ail  the 
Great  Kings  after  him  should  be  bound  by  the  agreement  he  had 
made.— 

Xow  in  consequence  of  this  agreement,  your  brothers  the  white  peo- 
ple in  america  say,  the  money  they  have  in  their  pockets  is  their  own; 
and  the  Great  King'  has  no  right  whatsoever  to  send  or  to  order  any 
officers  to  take  this  money  or  any  part  of  it  out  of  our  pockets,  or  to 
make  any  laws  to  bind  us  but  by  our  own  consent  given  by  our 
wise  men  who  we  ourselves  elect  and  appoint  to  make  laws  for  us. 
And  we  say  so  for  this  plain  and  good  reason : because  the  Great 
King  has  no  right  to  send  any  officers  to  take  any  money  out  of 
the  Pockets  of  our  Brothers  the  people  of  England,  or  to  bind  them 
by  any  laws  but  by  their  own  consent  given  by  their  wise  men,  who 
they  themselves  elect  and  appoint  to  make  laws  tor  them.  For,  as 
this  is  the  right  and  privilege  of  our  Brothers  in  England,  so  this 
agreement  declares  we  have  the  same  right  and  privilege. — 

But  notwithstanding-  these  things,  the  men  about  the  Great  King, 
have  persuaded  him,  that  he  and  the  men  in  England  whom  we 
never  elected  and  a;  into  • ::  - ;T.r  h - . rich*  to  take 
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our  money  out  of  our  pockets  u ithout  our  consent,  and  to  make  laws 
to  drag  us  away  from  our  own  country  across  the  great  water,  and 
all  this  without  asking  us  any  thing  about  the  matter  and  violently 
against  our  consent  and  good  liking.  And  unjust  and  wicked  as  ail 
this  is,  yet  this  is  not  the  worst  part  of  their  usage  to  us.  They 
have  by  other  laws  broken  our  agreement  in  whatever  particular  part 
they  pleased:  and  these  men  about  the  Great  King  have  so  teazed 
and  persuaded  him,  that  the  Great  King  & the  men  in  England, 
whom  as  I told  you  before,  we  never  appointed  to  make  Uiws  for  us, 
have  made  one  :av,-  which  says  the  Great  King  & those  men  have  a 
right  to  bind  us  by  laws  of  their  making,  in  all  cases  whatsoever : 
which  is  as  much  as  to  say.  they  have  a right  to  treat  us  and  every 
thing  belonging  to  us,  just  as  they  please:  and  this  you  know  is  as 
much  as  to  say  they  have  a right  to  take  all  our  money,  all  our  lands, 
ail  our  cattle  and  Horses  and  such  tilings;  and  not  only  all  such 
things,  but  our  wives  and  children  in  order  to  make  servants  of  them, 
and  besides  all  these  things,  to  put  us  in  strong  Houses  and  to  put  us 
to  death  whenever  they  please. 

Friends  and  Brother  Warriors,  is  it  not  now  as  plain  as  the  sight  at 
the  end  of  your  Rifles  that  these  laws  and  proceedings  are  like  so 
many  hatchets  chopping'  our  agreement  to  pieces  ? Are  not  these 
unjust  things  enough  to  make  us  put  on  cur  shot  pouches,  and 
especially  when  we  find  that  our  Brothers  over  the  Great  Water,  will 
not  only  not  hearken  to  the  many  good  Talks  which  we  have  sent 
them  about  these  matters : but  have  really  sent  over  people  to  take 
the  hatchet  up  against  us? 

Oh  my  Brother  warriors,  it  is  a lamentable  thing,  that  our  Brothers 
beyond  the  great  Water  should  use  us  in  this  cruel  manner ! — If 
they  use  us,  their  own  flesh  and  Blood  in  this  unjust  way,  what  must 
you  expect : you  who  are  red  People ; you  whom  they  never  saw ; 
you  whom  they  know  only  by  the  hearing  of  the  ear ; you  who  have 
fine  lands?— You  see  by  their  treatment  of  us,  that  agreements  even 
under  hand  and  seal  go  as  nothing  with  them. — Think  of  these 
things  my  Friends  and  reflect  upon  them  day  and  night. — 

Having  told  you  that  the  men  about  the  Great  King  persuaded 
him,  that  he  and  the  men  in  England  have  a right  to  take  our  money 
out  of  our  pockets  without  our  consent;  I must  now  tell  you  the 
contrivancy  the)'  have  fallen  upon  to  take  this  money  whether  we 
will  or  not. — 

In  order  to  take  this  money  from  us.  they  have  ordr’d  that  we  must 
pay  a duty  upon  this  and  that  thing,  that  .we  are  accustomed  to  pur-

chase,  which  is  as  much  as  ro  say,  that  upon  those  thing'  which  we 
purchase,  we  must  pay  to  the  Great  King  against  our  consent,  a sum 
of  money  above  the  real  value  of  those  things.  And  in  particular 
they  ordered,  that  if  we  drink  Tea,  we  must  pay  so  much  money  to 
the  Great  King. — But  as  we  know  that  this  order  is  contrary  to  our 
agreement;  and  also,  as  your  Brothers  the  white  people  in  arnerica 
have  resolved  that  they  will  not  pay  it;  and  therefore  the  men  about 
the  Great  King  have  persuaded  him  to  send  Soldiers  to  Boston,  and 
we  are  told  some  are  coming  here  to  force  the  People  here  to  give 
their  money  without  their  consent;  and  thereby  to  give  up  their 
rights  and  privileges  which  are  mentioned  in  the  agreement. 

Some  foolish  people  say  it  is  better  to  pay  this  money  for  the  Tea, 
than  to  go  to  War  about  it.  But  I tell  you,  it  is  not  about  this 
money  alone  that  we  quarrel,  for  the  money  itself  we  do  not  regard 
as  two  corn  stalks:  but,  we  are  afraid  bad  consequences  will  follow 
if  we  pay  the  money,  as  I will  shew  to  you  directly. 

We  find  that  the  men  in  England  talk  among  themselves  that  they 
intend  to  make  us  in  America,  pay  to  them  a great  sum  of  money 
every  year.  The  way  they  intend  to  raise  this  money  is  as  I have 
told  you  already  by  making  us  pay  a duty  upon  this  and  that  thing 
that  we  are  accustomed  to  purchase.  Now  this  duty  upon  Tea 
brings  in  but  a very  small  part  of  that  great  sum  of  money  they 
want  to  make  us  pay  to  them ; and  therefore,  we  refuse  to  pay  this 
money  for  the  tea,  least  if  we  paid  it.  they  would  be  encouraged  to 
go  on  time  after  time,  to  lay  duties  upon  a great  many  other  things, 
which  we  are  accustomed  to  purchase;  in  order  that  they  may  at  last 
get  from  us,  that  great  sum  of  money  which  they  want,  and  which 
perhaps  is  all  we  have.  By  which  means,  as  your  Brothers  the  white 
people  will  be  obliged  to  give  more  money  than  usual,  for  those 
blankets,  strouds,  checks,  linens,  Guns,  powder,  paint  & Rum  with 
which  you  are  supplied : so  it  money  is  thus  taken  out  of  our 
Pockets  without  our  consent,  and  against  cur  agreement,  it  is  plain 
& certain  that  you  and  your  people,  must  pay  two  and  three  deer 
skins  for  those  goods,  which  you  used  to  purchase  of  the  Traders 
for  one  deer  skin.  . And  thus  you  see,  that  we  do  not  quarrel  only 
upon  our  own  account ; but  that  we  have  put  on  our  shot  pouches, 
not  only  to  preserve  our  money,  but  also  to  preserve  your  deer  skins. 
Friends  and  Brother  warriors,  I have  now  told  you  the  causes  of 
our  unhappy  quarrel  with  the  men  over  the  Great  Water.  I hope 
your  Eyes  are  now  opened,  and  that  you  see  plainly.,  that  your 
interest  is  as  much  concerned  in  this  quarrel  as  our  interest.  And 
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that  you  also  see,  that  we  have  put  on  our  shot  pouches,  and  have 
taken  up  our  Rides,  only  to  defend  our  rights  and  privileges  accord- 
ing to  the  agreement,  and  by  doing  so,  to  defend  your  deer  skins 
against  those  who  wish  to  rob  you  of  them. 

Therefore  as  your  people  and  our  people  were  born  upon  and  live 
in  the  same  land — as  we  are  old  acquaintances,  and  have  thereby 
contracted  a regard  tor  each  other — as  our  interest  in  this  quarrel 
is  the  same,  for  the  men  over  the  great  water  cannot  take  our  money 
against  our  consent  without  taking  your  deer  skins  also — as  you  see 
that  no  agreement  is  kept  with  us.  so  you  cannot  expect  to  be  better 
treated  by  men  who  want  all  that  you  and  ourselves  have ; I say,  as 
all  these  things  shew  you  that  if  we  are  hurt,  you  must  be  hurt  also — 
if  we  lost  you  must  lose  aiso — if  we  fall,  you  must  fall  aiso : so  1 tell 
you  in  time,  that  you  and  our  selves  ought  to  join  together,  in  order 
to  save  all  of  us  from  being  hurt,  or  from  losing,  or  from  falling. — 
Let  us  therefore  exert  ourselves,  you  at  your  end  of  the  chain  of 
Peace,  and  we  at  our  end.  in  order  that  we  may  keep  this  chain 
bright  and  shining'. — So  shall  we  act  to  each  other  like  Brothers — 
so  shall  we  be  able  to  support  and  assist  each  other  against  our 
common  enemies — so  shall  we  be  able  to  stand  together  in  perfect 
safety  against  those  evil  men.  who  in  the  end  mean  to  ruin  you,  as 
well  as  ourselves  who  are  their  own  flesh  and  blood. 

I am  informed  that  you  have  been  told,  that  your  Brothers  the  white 
people  in  Charles  town,  used  you  ill.  when  they  seized  some  amuni- 
tion  which  your  Traders  intended  to  have  sent  to  you.  It  is  true 
my  Friends,  that  we  did  seize  this  amunition ; and  I tell  you,  that 
your  Brothers  the  white  people  seized  it  with  great  concern,  because 
they  knew  their  seizing  it  would  in  some  degree  distress  you:  but  I 
tell  you  also,  the  men  about  the  Great  King,  are  the  only  Persons  to 
be  blamed  in  this  affair.  For  as  we  found,  that  these  men  persuaded 
the  Great  King  to  send  soldiers  against  us,  and  to  stop  all  kinds  of 
amunition  from  coming  to  us  as  usual,  in  order  that  we  should  not 
be  able  to  defend  ourselves ; so  these  men  about  the  Great  King  by 
this  proceeding  compelled  us  to  seize  such  amunition  for  our  own 
defence,  as  came  among-  us  by  accident ; and  accordingly  we  greedily 
seized  the  amunition  that  was  intended  for  your  hunting,  in  order  to 
have  in  our  hands  the  means  of  defending  our  lives,  our  money  and 
your  deer  skins,  as  I told  you  before,  against  our  oppressors.  And 
this  behavior  of  ours  was  so  natural  and  just,  that  we  knew,  that 
when  we  came  to  talk  to  you  on  the  matter,  you  would  think  we  did 
nothing  but  what  was  just,  and  what  you  would  have  done  had  you 
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been  in  our  situation. — However,  the  amunition  that  was  seized,  was 
intended  to  be  sold  to  you  : but  to  shew  you  that  we  regard  you  as 
Brothers,  we  intend  to  make  you  a present  of  some.  W e wish  we 
were  able  to  give  you  as  much  as  your  occasions  require  : but  as  the 
Great  King  has  so  ordered  it.  that  we  cannot  get  much  for  our- 
selves ; and  as  we  expect  to  fight  our  enemies,  therefore  we  cannot 
afford  to  give  you  much  of  what  we  have. — I know  your  good 
sense  will  inform  you  that  this  is  perfectly  reasonable : and  that  we 
ought  not  to  give  away  so  much  ammunition,  as  would  leave  us, 
and  you  also,  exposed  to  enemies,  zvho,  as  I told  you  before,  cannot 
hurt  us  zaitkout  hurting  you  also. 

It  is  a concern  to  us  when  we  reflect,  that  the  present  quarrel 
occasions  a scarcity  of  Goods  in  your  nation.  But  goods  are  scarce 
with  us  also;  and  we  submit  to  this  inconvenience  chearfully,  rather 
than  purchase  those  goods,  which  if  we  did  purchase,  would 
strengthen  the  hands  of  our  oppressors  against  us.  We  hope  our 
example  will  encourage  you  to  suffer  this  scarcity  as  patiently  as  we 
do.  When  the  public  peace  shall  be  restored,  by  our  rights  and 
privileges  being  restored  to  us ; and  when  we  can  purchase  goods 
without  any  risque  of  paying  for  them  more  than  they  are  worth, 
by  paying  duties  upon  them  contrary  to  our  consent,  contrary  to 
our  agreement,  and  contrary  to  our,  and  to  your  interest ; then  will 
you  & your  children  after  you  be  plentifully  supplied  again  as  usual. 
In  the  mean  time  we  advise  you  to  be  patient;  and  to  shew  you, 
that  we  look  upon  you  as  Brothers ; and  that  we  will  give  you  all 
the  friendly  aid,  assistance  and  supplies  in  our  power. — I say,  as  a 
token  of  this,  I take  the  Coat  off  my  own  back  and  I give  it  to 
you. — For  my  part,  in  this  unhappy  time.  I will  be  content  to  wear, 
an  osnaburg  split  shirt. 

I hear  that  one  of  your  people  has  lately  been  killed,  and  that  two 
others  were  at  the  same  time  wounded  by  some  of  the  white  people 
on  the  ceded  lands  in  Georgia. — I feel  great  grief  at  this  news.  Mr. 
Wilkinson  is  just  come  from  Seneka,  and  has  brought  me  a Talk 
from  the  warriors  and  Headmen  who  were  nine  days  ago  assembled 
at  that  Town  in  Council  upon  the  occasion  of  this  bad  news. — In 
this  Talk  the  warrior  Sawney  says  he  and  the  other  warriors  remem- 
ber, that  in  the  last  treaty  of  Peace  it  was  agreed,  that  if  any  white 
man  should  be  killed  by  their  people,  the  Perpetrators  of  the  murder 
should  be  put  to  death,  and  that  the  same  satisfaction  should  be 
given  by  the  white  people  in  case  one  of  your  people  should  be 
murdered  by  ours.  Sawney  also  says,  that  the  warriors  and  Beloved 
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men  will  wait  to  see  if  this  will  be  complied  with  or  not,,  and  in  the 
mean  time  they  will  not  think  of  resentment,  or  of  saying  any  thing 
to  lessen  our  friendship.  The  Warrior  Chenesto  also  sends  a good 
talk,  and  says  he  does  not  desire  to  break  the  line  of  friendship 
which  the  beloved  men  who  are  dead  and  gone  drew  between  us. — 
These  talks  sound  well  in  my  ears ; and  in  return  to  these  good 
talks,  I tell  you,  that  this  matter  shall  with  all  possible  speed  be 
fully  enquired  into,  and  if  the  white  people  have  done  wrong,  and 
without  provocation  have  killed  your  countrymen,  you’  may  be 
assured  that  those  white  people  who  were  concerned  in  such  a 
wicked  and  black  affair  shall  be  punished,  and  thereby  your  people 
will  have  satisfaction  according  to  the  Treaty. — I desire  you  will 
tell  the  relations  of  the  Poor  man  who  has  been  killed,  how  much 
I am  concerned  at  their  loss.  I am  told  he  has  left  a Widow  and 
children : — I give  these  presents ; and  I desire  you  will  carry  them 
to  the  unfortunate  Widow,  in  order  to  shew  her  that  all  the  white 
people  in  this  country  pity  her  misfortune. 

Friends  and  Brother  Warriors. 

This  talk  I give  to  you  as  a Talk  of  Peace  and  friendship;  as  a 
talk  to  open  your  eyes : and  as  a good  talk  from  all  the  Beloved 
men  and  white  people  of  this  country,  to  you  and  your  Beloved  men, 
and  all  the  red  men  of  your  nation. — I give  you  this  talk  as  so  much 
oil  to  keep  the  chain  of  peace  and  friendship  between  us,  bright 
and  shining  like  the  sun.  And  as  in  the  corn  planting  season,  the 
sun  warms  the  earth,  and  makes  the  Corn  to  sprout  and  to  grow  for 
the  good  of  the  People : so  I hope  this  talk  will  warm  your  hearts, 
and  make  thoughts  of  friendship  and  good  will  sprout  and  grow  in 
you  and  your  People,  for  the  mutual  good  of  our  People  and  of 
your  Nation.

However  if  you  are  on  the  march  please  to  let  me  know  it ; and 
also  what  force  you  have  with  you  and  whereabouts  you  are.  And 
it  is  my  earnest  desire  you  should  join  us  as  soon  as  possible.  Our 
army  will  halt  here  untill  the  enemy  cross,  or  begin  to  file  off 
towards  Hillsborough  which  I expect  will  be  the  case  and  therefore 
am  anxious  to  collect  a force  as  soon  as  possible  to  follow  them ; and 
I am  not  without  hopes  of  effecting  their  ruin.

I made  some  enquiry  con- 
cerning the  impressment  of  forage,  and  find  there  is  no  other  mode 
fixed  upon  by  Government  for  the  supply  of  the  Army.  Due  respect 
shall  ever  be  paid  to  the  Laws  of  the  State  when  it  is  possible ; but  in 
the  present  case  one  of  two  things  must  happen,  impresses  must 
go  on  or  the  horses  starve.  The  first  is  a less  evil  than  the  last,  and 
as  the  force  now  in  the  Country  were  detained  here  at  the  particular 
instance  of  the  Delegates  of  this  State,  you  cannot  wish  to  sacrifice 
so  great  a property  as  the  horses  of  the  Army,  independent  of  the 
cruelty  of  the  thing,  from  a kind  of  delicacy  to  the  Laws.  It  has 
always  been  my  wish,  and  it  shall  ever  be  my  study,  to  act  conform- 
able to  the  Laws  of  every  State  where  it  is  possible,  but  there  are 
cases  where  it  is  not.  The  moment  Government  puts  it  in  our  power 
to  stop  those  impresses,  they  shall  cease —

To  the  Honorable  John  Lloyd  Esquire  president  and  the  rest  of  the 
Members  of  the  Honorable  the  Senate 

The  Petition  of  John  Vanderhorst  Major— in  behalf  of  himself 
and  other  deranged  Officers  of  the  Line  & Hospital  of  this  State — 

Sheweth. 

That  vour  petitioners  at  an  early  period  of  the  War,  entered  in 
the  Service  of  their  Country,  with  a determination  to  have  continued 
therein  to  the  end  of  the  War  That  in  consequence  of  a resolution 
of  Congress,  they  were  in  the  Month  of  February  17801  Deranged, 
that  from  their  confidence  in  Congress,  they  were  led  to  conclude, 
that  the  good  of  the  Service  dictated  the  measure,  and  there  tore 
readily  acquiesced. — 

That  Congress  on  passing  the  above  resolution,  in  a particular 
manner  recommended  the  Cases  of  such  Officers  to  the  Attention 
and  Consideration  of  their  respective  States  in  consequence  of  which 
an  Ordinance  was  in  17S0  brought  into  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
this  State  and  underwent  .two  readings,  when  the  Arrival  of  Sir 
Henry  Clinton  in  this  State,  suddenly  put  an  end  to  the  Sessions — 
That  being  then  out  of  command,  they  were  not  called  in  to 
defence  of  Charleston,  (officers  of  Hospital  excepted)  from  which 
circumstances  they  escaped  imprisonment  at  its  capitulation,  and 
therefore  had  it  in  their  power  to  assist  their  Country,  in  the  hour  of 
her  extremest  distress,  and  they  flatter  themselves  that  they  were 
not  wanting  in  their  duty  on  that  trying  Occasion — 

That  such  of  them  as  cou’d  not  obtain  commands  entered  Volun- 
teer Companies  as  privates  and  perseyeringlv  suixered.  Struggled 
and  fought  for  the  recovery  of  their  Country,  that  their  Services  are

Lt.-Col.  Peter  PIcrry.  commandant  of  the  5th  Regiment,  was  very  much 
angered  by  this  action.  The  following  are  his  comments  on  the  subject,, 
written  on  the  margin  of  his  copy  of  Weems’s  life  (’romance's  of  Marion, 
which  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  John  G.  Guignard,  of  Columbia: 

“N  B.  Gen1  Lincoln  Sent  for  P.  Horry  & Said  Govr.  Rutledge  & himself 
had  agreed  that  I should  be  a Supernumery  Officer,  the  Gov.  told  me  it  an 
Act  of  the  General  it  not  him,  & I was  Indebted  to  Lincoln  for  such  Dis- 
tinguished favor” 
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well  known  to  some  Individuals  of  your  house,  and  our  General  and 
other  commanding  Officers  we  doubt  not  will  do  us  the  justice  to 
testify  in  our  behalf — 

That  in  the  Havock  & Devastation  spread  by  the.  enemy — through 
this  State  your  petitioners  were  large  Sharers  and  sustained  great 
Loss  in  their  properties  in  addition  to  their  hardships  and  Sufferings 
they  encountered  in  their  persons— 

That  many  of  our  Sister  States  have  already  made  provision  for  their 
Deranged  Officers — 

Your  Petitioners  hatter  themselves  that  they  are  not  less  deserving 
than  their  brother  Officers  of  other  States,  and  they  can  not  prevail 
on  themselves  to  think  that  their  Country  will  be  outdone  in  Grati- 
tude & Generosity  by  the  other  States.  Emboldened  by  these  con- 
siderations, they  request  that  your  Honorable  house  will  Take  their 
Cases  into  consideration;  and  as  their  derangement  was  not  occa- 
sioned by  any  fault  or  misconduct  of  theirs  but  arose  from  the 
Necessity  of  the  Service,  That  they  may  be  put  upon  an  Equal  foot- 
ing with  their  Brother  Officers,  in  respect  to  Commutation  for  half 
pay,  and  your  Peitioners  as  in  duty  Bound  shall  ever  pray
